It Ja Taurned Over to the Clty—The Coroner na
Yet has ne OMcial Koowledge of lts Ex-
Intenes,

The institution at Beach and Noble strects Known
a8 the Morgue, where the unknown dead may have
the chance of recognition, has at last been com-
pleted, and has been turned over to the pos-
session of the city, This afair was dene quietly
nobody excepting members of Counolls and some uf
the heads of departments knowing of the event,
Indeed, the one most interested in the Morgoe—
Coroner Taylor—-was not invited to participate in
the ceremony, and up to this time that otlcer has
no official knowledge of lta existence, The gunestion
of the necesaity of such a bullding has been agltated
for some years, and [t was not untll 1567 thai Conn-
c¢ils ook any action. A rogolotion was then intro-
duced In Selest Connell, anthorizing the appoint-
ment of a joint special committes of three from ench
chamber to attend to the detalis of its erection,. The
résniution wies also very explanatory of the use and
benefit of a Morgue.

The committece was appointed, and the site
recommended for {18 erection was at the coraoer of
Brown street and Corinthisn avenue, tn the rear of
the Eastern Penitentiary. The ordinaunce to bulld
the Morgue passed Belect Counell, but in the other
chamber it wasa referred to the Commicttee on
Finance. The project wonld have ended in smoke
had not the Committee on City Property, in making
up their udget of appropriations 1ast year, ioserted
one of §8000 for carrying It out.

In Mauy last proposals were received for the arece.
tion of the Morgue at Beach and Noble streets, the
site flirst selected having been absndoned, Upon
(Tcnlug the proposals It was discovered that George
W. MeCnllongh, ¥sq., was the lowest bidder —87931.
To him the contract was awarded,

The structure I8 very plain, with a front of pressed
brick on Noble street, The superintendent will
reside in the bullding, to be ready at all times to
receive bodies aud place them within the Morgue
proper. There {8 an entrance-hall and reception-
soomm for vigitore, The Morgue proper 18 provided
with four stone slabs, upon which the bodies are to
be placed. When a corpse |8 recogalzed it will be
removed to another apartment, provided with bat
one glab, Upon each body water will constantly
trickle, Iu the second story the Coroner {s provided
with two rooms, one o which to hold inguests and
the other as an offlce,

There has heen o telegraphile instrument placed in
the boilding, which will connect the Qoroner's office
with all the police stations in the city. The Morgue
is now ready for necupancy, but the Coronor cannot
take possession until it I8 regularly turped over to
him by the Commissioner of City Property,

Tours, Nov, 1.—It Is reported here to-day
that General Bourbaki has resigned the com-
mand of the Army of the North. Notwithstand-
ing his patriotic proclamation just issned to the
soldiers at Lille, he found it impossible to stem
the current of ill-favor which had been shown
him by the people of varions towns in the north
of France since the capitulation of Bazaine.

It Is openly asserted that Bourbak! himself
knew of Bazalne's plan to surrender, and indeed
was a party to it, and only left Metz in advance
to avoid the execration of his fellow-cltizens,
which he knew would be visited upon those
who were responsible for surrendering to the
enemy the key of France, and the Monifeur to-
day announces that no despatch has yet been
recelved showing that the Prussians have occu-
pied the city of Metz. The reports that the
French troops are still at Metz, and refuse to be
bound by Bazaine's capitulation, continue to
civenlate here.

The Conditlon of Parls.

Despatches by the underground route have
been received bere from Paris up to Thursday,
Oectober 27. The city is well supplied with
vegetables of all kinds. Fresh meat is regularly
gerved to the soldiers and people. The best
feeling prevalle, and there Is no opposition to
the sentiment that the war must be earrled on
till Prussla proposes terms of peace that are at
least honorable. Every night the Prussians,
covered by darkness, attempt to construct a
bridge across the Seine, and every morning the
fire from thie forts demolishes their etructure.
The accurncy of the gunners 18 commended by
all, friend and foe.

Preparntions nt Lyons.

Advices from Lyons show that preparations
to resiet attack are by no means abated. The
authorities and inhabitants are storing great
quantities of provisions, which are now being
collected rom the neighboring departments,

Another Procinmation from Gawmbetta.

Gambetta has Issued another proclamation
to the army, Intimating that e the sol-
diers at Metz have protested agnainst the
cowardly capitulation of that place and refuse
to be bound by it. He closes with an appeal to
the soldlers te make an affort to rid the conuntry
and then hecome free and peaceful cliizens of
the republie.

Engenle at Wilhelmshohe,

Berrrw, Nov. 1.—The Empress Fugenie ar-
rived at Wilhelmshohe incognita on the morn-
ing of Bunday. In the afternoon she visited the
Ewperor, in company with Bazaine.

A Defenne of Buzalne.

Bnussers, Nov. 1.—The Independance Belge
to-day publishes & letter from General Boyer,
Bazaine's alde-de-camp, refuting Gambetta's
charge of treason on the partof his superior.
The letter concludes as follows:—*‘We capitu-
lated to famine."

The Prossinos in Merz,

The Prussinns entered Metz at 1 o'clock yes-
terday afternoon, the French having previously
laid dowm their arms at Grigny. The prisoners
will go to Germany in small detachments. The
conditions of capitulation include the fortress,
town, all munitions, provisions, and other pro-
perty of the State. The surrounding forts, and
all arms, flags, ete., therein will be undisturbed.

French officers pledged themselves in writing
not to re-engage in the war, and they were
allowed to retain thelr side arme and luggage in
token of the courage shown In defense of the
clty.
